New Delhi, the 17th June 1985 

No, 0-17011|5182-GOP.—The Government of 
India notified in their notification No. 0-17011|3|78- 
GOP dated 26th March, 1979, the continuance of 
the scheme of Central Government Guarantee as the 
fourth phase for a period from 1-4-1979 to 
31-3-1984, to enable the Consumer Cooperative and 
other cooperative institutions specified therein, to 
secure working capital loans from banking agencies on 
leduced margins. In the subsequent notification No. 
0-17011 |5|82-GOP dt. 13th Feb. 1984, the opera¬ 
tion of the scheme was extended for a further period 
of one year fr'om T4-1984 to 31-3-1985 to be co-tor- 
minus with Sixth Plan period on the same terms and 
conditions. 

2. Having considered the increasing need for work¬ 
ing capital requirements of the consumer coopera¬ 
tives from banking institutions at reduced margin of 
10%, it has been decided by the Government of 


India to operate the scheme of the Central Govein- 
ment Guarantee for a further period of 5 years from 
1-4-1985 to 31-3-1990. 

3. In pursuance of the above decision the Goverti- 
ment qf India will consider entering into agreements 
in the form of Deed of Guarantee at Annexure 1, with 
any ApexIDistrict Central C<iopeiativc Bank, any bank 
constituted and functioning under Banking Com¬ 
panies (Acquisition and Transfer of Undertakings) 
Act, 1970|State Bank of India, constituted under 
the State Bank of India Act 1955, a subsidiary Bank 
as defined in the Stale Bank of India (Subsidiary 
Banks Act, 1959) in respect of secured advances 
made by them to 

(i) National Cooperative Consumers’ Federa¬ 

tion. 

(ii) All State Federation of Consumer Coopera¬ 

tives. 

(iii) All WholesalclCentral Consumers Ck)opcra- 

tivc Societies. 

(iv) All State Level Cooperative Federation en¬ 

gaged in the business of consumer articles 
registered under any nomenclature provided 
that their coverage under this guarantee 
scheme will be restricted to their working 
capital requirements for distribution of 
consumer articles alone. 

(v) All Cooperative institutions engaged in re¬ 
tail business m the distribution of consu¬ 
mer articles, registered with whatsoever 
nomenclature and having sales turnover of 
at least Rs. 20 lakhs and in case of such 
institutions in the cooperatively under 
developed states (Assam, Bihar, Meghalaya, 
eVrissa, Rajasthan, West Bengal, Manipur, 
Tripura, and Nagaland) having the mini¬ 
mum annual sales turnover of Rs. 10 lakhs, 

4. The Central Government Guarantee will be avail¬ 
able only in rescpect of secured loans and advances 
guaranteed for specific periods before 1-4-1990 
with the prior approval in writing to the surety, 
against pledge or hypothecation of gocxls, which 
would include book debts securities, investments and 
other movable property, to all cooperative institu¬ 
tions mentioned in para 3(i) to 3(iv) above. The 
banks have to keep a marign of 10 per cent only on 
such loans and advances. The bability under the 
Central Governments Guarantee in respect of any 
such loans and advances to any society will be limi¬ 
ted to— 

(i) 25% of the amount of all guaranteed loans 
and advances actually outstanding on the 
books of the bank against the cooperative 
society on ihe date on which the notice of 
demand is issiK d by the bank in accor¬ 
dance with the terms of the agreement. 

OR 

Rs. 75 lakhs (Rupees Se\enty Five lakhs) in 
the case of the National Cooperative Con¬ 
sumers’ Federation Rs. 50 lakhs (Rupees 
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" Fifty lakhs) iii' ’the”caM of'aU" State Level 
Federations including coop^tive ins ti tu- 
tions mentioned in para 3Uv) and Rs- 30 
lakhs (Rupees Thirty Lakhs) in the case 
of all other cooperative institutions includ¬ 
ing those mentioned in para 3{v) irrespec¬ 
tive of their place of business in metn')po- 
litan cities or elsewhere, whichever amount 
is less. 

5. The guarantee in pursuance of this Notification 
will be available only in respect of secured loans 
and advances granted, ior specific periods, with the 
prior approval in writing of the Central Government 
before the Tst April, 199U. No loan or advan^ gran¬ 
ted for the time on or after the 1st April, 1990 
and no increase in amount outstanding in respect of 
any loan or advance subsisting on the 31st March, 
1990 shall be covered by the guarantee. The Central 
Government’s liability on account of this gurantec 
shall become determined at the close of business on 
the 31st March, 1990. 

6. The society shall enter into an agreement with 
the President of India in the form provided in the 
First Schedule to the Deed of Guarantee, annexed 
hereto, underling:— 

(a) To pay the dues of the bank regularly and 

promptly in accordance with the condi¬ 
tions laid down by the bank while sanc¬ 
tioning the loan, advance or cash credit; 

(b) To carry on the business of the society dcli- 

gently \rith a view to making profit; 

(c) To guarantee to the Central Government 
repaymenr of all monies that may be re¬ 
covered by the bank from the Central 
Government cn account of any default on 
the part of the society to make payment 
to the bank on demand without demur; 

(d) To implement a system of regular verifica¬ 

tion stocks, followed by prompt assess¬ 
ment of shortages, fixation of rcsponsibilTty 
therefor and recovery of their value from 
those responsible; 

(e) To exercise strict caution in the extention 
of credit facilities to societies, institutions, 
and indivduals, combined with measures 
for systematic and prompt recovery; 

(f) To ensure preparation of quarterly trading 

and profit and loss accounts and balance 
sheet as on the last day of each quarter, 
together with preparation of a quarterly 
management report on the Society’s work¬ 
ing, and submit a copy of it to the Central 
Government and to the State Government 
every quarter, 

fg) To keep the properties and assets of tho 
society free from encumbrances and attach¬ 
ments except those in favour of the Bank 
and in respect of which the Government 
has piven guarantee to the Bank or those 
in favour of StatcjCentr^ Government; 
and 

(h) To provide all facilities to tlic Central Gov¬ 
ernment or any person or persons nomi- 
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^ nated by it in this behalf to examine the 
accounts of the society and its working. 

The agreement shall be executed before the date 
of drawal of the money. The Bank shall not make 
any payment unless the signed agreement and the 
Letter of Consent in the form provided in the 
Second Schedule to the Deed of Guarantee are fur¬ 
nished. 

7. The Central Government’s guarantee does not 
extend to the interest on the loans and advances 
granted by banks. 

8. Every bank shall continue to hold all the pro¬ 
missory notes and unrealised securities which may 
be avaiable to the bank in respect of such loans 
granted by it to the society even after realisation by 
It in full, of the outstanding dues to it in respect 
of the loans and advances advanced by it under the 
Central Government Guarantee, till the amount re¬ 
imbursed by the Ontral Government as guarantor 
is realised, 

9. The bank shall obtain from the society and 
furnish to the Central Government, a Letter of Con¬ 
sent by the society as in the Second Schedule to the 
Deed of Guarantee, to the effect that the scx;iely 
agrees to :— 


(a) Continue to pay interest on any amount 

paid to tile bank by the Central Govern¬ 
ment in pursuance of the guarantee at the 
same rate at which interest has been or 
may be charged by rhe bank on tlio loan 
or advance made to the society until the 
said amount is paid to or adjusted m fav¬ 
our of the Central Government. 

(b) Credit or permit the bank to credit to tnc 

account of the surety all the amounts paid 
by or recovered from the society on ac¬ 
count of the loan or advance, after the 
date on which the Central Government 
have reimbursed any amount to the bank 
in pursuance of the guarantee but after the 
banks claim in respect of the loans and 
advances covered by the guarantee has 
been fully satisfied and so long as the 
amounts paid by or recovered from the so¬ 
ciety on account of the loan interest and 
charges thereon have not been reimbursed 
by the society. 

(c) The bank continuing to have and to exer¬ 
cise all the rights over the securities in fav* 
our of the bank in respect of all such loans 
and advances till all such claims of the 
Central Government arc satisfied; and 

(d) The bank transferring its rights and claim 

under such securities to the Central Gov¬ 
ernment! if so required by the latter. 

10. In the event of the bank being satisfied that 
the society failed to make regular remittances to 
the bank against the advance made under tlte guar¬ 
antee or fmls to obtain the prior approval of the 
Surety in writing for the continuance of a guarantee 
vcforc its expiry, the bank will not aDow further 
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drawals by the society at retlaceci marign and will 
continue to credit all further remittances, by the so¬ 
ciety to the account of the guaranteed loan till it is 
fuUy repaid, 

11. The Central GovernmeuTs guarantee shall not 
be invoked on more than one occasions by the bank 
in respect of a particular society. The guarantee 
may be invoked at any time before the 1st ApTil, 
1990. The bank shall first issue a notice of demand 
on the society to pay the amount due to it on ac¬ 
count of the loans and advances granted to it by the 
bank and guaranteed by the Surety, within thirty 
days of the date an which the notice asking for such 
repayment is served by the bank, A copy of such 
notice should be endorsed to the Surety simultaneous¬ 
ly. On the expiry of the period of 30 days if the 
society does not make payment of the amounts, the 
bank may issue a notice of demands on the Central 
Government. The Central Government shall reim¬ 
burse to the bank the amount payable to it under the 
guarantee, within a period of 00 days, from the date 
of receipt of the bank’s notice invoking the guaran¬ 
tee and claiming payment. 

12. The bank seeking a guarantee in pursuance of 
this notification shall, in the event of the Govern¬ 
ment’s guarantee being invoked in the case of any 
loan or advance, undertake to credit to the Cenfr^ 
Government any sums which may be realised from 
the society after the bank has realised tom the society 
in full the loans and advances guaranteed by the 
Central Government, It shall be obligatory on the 
bank to take action in the above manner after the 
Central Government has reimbursed the amount under 
the guarantee. 

13. The obligations of the bank referred to in the 
above clauses shall continue till such time as the 
ainount reimbursed by the Central Government under 
the guarantee has been paid or credited to the Central 
Government or until the Central Government has 
agreed to adjust the said amouiU against any other 
amount due to be paid by it to the bank or to the 
society or to waive recovery of the amount, 

14. 71ie Registrar of Cooperative Societies of the 
concerned State|UTs is legally and administratively 
the competent authority for exercising regular super¬ 
vision over the working of the society and also for 
taking appropriate remedial measures in case any 
adverse features arc noticed in the affairs and work¬ 
ing of the society, or if there is any report by the 
bank with regard to irregular remittances by the 
society or any other undesirable financial features in { 
its operation. It is clearly understood that this gua¬ 
rantee will be given only if the proposal is recom¬ 
mended by the Registrar of Cooperative Societies of 
the concerned State|UTs. A recommendation made 
by the Registrar of Cooperative Societies will be 
deemed to be an assurance by such Registrar that 
nccc^sarv steps will be taken for rcculir supervision 
of the affairs and working of the society and that ap¬ 
propriate remedial measures will be taken in case of 
any such adverse report received from the Bank| or 
from tho Government of India on the affairs and 
working of the society. 


15. Any officer of tho rank of Dircctor|Deputy 
Secretary and above in the Ministry of Government 
of India"dealing in consumer cooperatives, New Delhi 
duly iiominated by the competent authority will be 
the authority to enter into the prescribed agreement 
or guarantee with the banks for the Central Govern¬ 
ment Guarantee m pursuance of this notification. All 
banks referred'to in the notification ate advised to 
contact the officer incharge of the Guarantee and 
operation in the Ministry as indicated above in case 
they wish to avail themselves of the facility provided 
l?y the Central Government,

(hereinafter called the Society) at the latter’s request, 
after relaxing margins which the Bank but for this 
guarantee might have normally kept, the Surety 
hereby guarantees to the Bank to the extent herein¬

1, The Surety’s guarantee will be available only in 
respect of any secured loan or advance granted for 
specific periods to the society with tjie prior approval 
in writing of the Surety by the Bank before the 1st 
April, 1990 against the pledge or hypothecation of 
goods, which would Include book debts, securities, 
investments and other movable property. The Bank 
agrees to keep a margin of only 10 per cent against 
^ich loans and advances. 
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2. Thp Surety's liability in respect of any loan or 
advance granted as above to the said society shall 
not at any time exceed 

(i) twtenty-five per cent of the amount of the 
guaranteed loans and advances actually 
outstanding on the books of the Bank 
against the society on the date on v/hidi 
the notice of demand on the Surety is issued 
by the Bank in accordance with the provi¬ 
sions of the clause (3) hereof :— 

OR 

(li) Rs*-^lakhs only which¬ 

ever amount is less. 

3. The Bank may invoke the Surety's guarantee 
at any time before the 1st of April, 1990 in the 
manner hereinafter specified, namely :— 

(ii The Bank shall first issue a notice of demand 
on the society to pay the amount due to 
it on account of the loans and advances 
granted to it by the Bank and guaranteed 
by the Surety, within thirty days of the date 
on which the notice asking for such repay¬ 
ment is served by the Bank.

(ii) if on the expiry of the period of 30 days, 
as aforesaid, the society does not make 
payment of the loans and advances granted 
to it by the Bank and guaranteed by the 
Surety, the Bank shall issue a notice of 
demand on the Surety. 

(iii) Tile Bank shall while invoking Surety’s 
guarantee, furnish to the Surety :~

(ii) the market value of the said goods, and 

(iii) the amounts outstanding against the society

(b) the expiry of thirty days of the date of 
notice asking for repayment; and 

(iv) The Surety shall reimburse to the Bank 
the amount due to it to the extent pro¬ 
vided In this guarantee within a ^ period 
of 90 days from the date of leceipt by 
the Surety of the Bank's notice invoking 
the guaiautee and claiming payment. 

4. TTie guarantee herein contained shall be enforce- 
abfe against the Surety nctwithstancUng that any 
securities that the Bank may obtain from the Society 
tshaH ht outstandh^ or unrealised. 


5. The society shall enter into an agreement with 
the President of India in the for mannexed ^ iit tjie 
First Schedule to the Deed of Guarantee, under¬ 
taking :■— 

(a) to pay the dues of the 3ank regularly and 
promptly in accordance with the conditions 
laid down by the Bank while sarctioning 
the loan, advance or cash credit; 

(b) to carry on the business of the s<;>ciety deli- 
gently with a view to making profit; 

(c) guaranteeing to the Central Government 
repayment of all monies that may be re¬ 
covered by the Bank from ihe Central 
Government on account of any default on 
the part of the society to make payment to 
the Bank, on demand without demur ; 

(d) to implement a system of regular verifica¬ 
tion of stocks, followed by prompt assess¬ 
ment of shortages, fixation of responsibility 
therefor and recovery of their value from 
those responsible ; 

(e) to exerci&c strict caution in the extension of 
credit facilities to societies, institutions and 
individuals, combined with measures for 
systematic and prompt recovery ; 

(f) to ensure preparation of quarterly trading 
and profit & loss accounts and balance sheet 
as on the last day of each quarter, together 
with preparation of a quarterly management 
report on the Society’s working and submit 
a copy of it to the Surety every quarter f 

(g) to keep the properties and assets of the 
society free from encumbrances and attach¬ 
ments except those in favour of the Bank 
and in respect of which the Government has 
given guarantee to the Bank or those in 
favour of State [Central Goveruments ; apd 

(h) to provide all facilities to the Surety on any 
person or persons nominated by it in this 
behalf to examine Its accounts and its 
working ; 

The Bank shall not make any payment to the Society 
unless the agreement in the proforma in the First 
Schedule and the Letter of Consent as in the Second 
Schedule to the Deed of Guarantee are furnished to 
it duly executed by the parties. 

6. The Bank shah agree, in consideration of the 
guarantee which is available to it from the Surety :— 

(a) to pay or credit to the account of the Surety 
any amount v/hich will be realised from the 
society after the date on which the Surety 
has reimbursed the amount guaranteed, 
after it has realised in full the loans and 
advances guaranteed by the Surety ; 
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(b) to retain all the pronmsory notes or un- 
rcahsed securities which may be available 
to the Bank in respect of the loan granted 
by it to the society even after realisation 
by It in full of the outstandings due to it, 
till the anioiml reimbursed by the Surety i£ 
realised ; 

(c) to obltun from the Society and to furnish 
to the Surety, a letter of consent in the form 
provided in tlie Second Schedule hereto ; 

(d) if so required by the Surety, to transfer all

(cj to obtain from the Society and furnish to 
the Surety an agreement m the fonn

7 Ibe Surety’s guarantee will not extend to the 
intcicsl tile loans and advances sanctioned to the 
society. 

8. 'ITic obligations of the Bank in pursuance of 
ihe provisitms of clause (6) shall continue until such 
time as the amount reimbursed by the Surety has 
been paid or credited to the Surety, or until the Surety 
has agreed to adjust tJie said mount against any 
other amount due to be paid by it to the Bank or 
to the Society Or to waive the recovery of the amount. 

9, Tile Surety's guarantee shall not be invoked on 
more than one occasion by the Bank in respect of 
the society and if or after the Surety’s guarantee has 
been invoked, any loan or advance is granted to the 
society on who^e behalf any amount has been paid 
to ihc Bank by the Surely, any such loan or advance 
shall be at the Bank\ own risk and the Surety will 
liavo no liability on account of such further loan or 
advance. 


10. No loan or advance granted for the first time 
on or after tho 1st April, 1990 and no increase in 
the amount outstanding in respect of any loan or 
advance subsisting on die 31st March, 1990 will be 
guaranteed by the Surety. The Surety's liability 
shall become determined at the close of business on 
the 31st March, 1990. 


11 fhe Surety shall be entitled to obtain from the 
Bank ich infonnittion and returns relating to the 
loLin- advances in respect of which this guarantee 
is avail ihle to the Bank and the Bank shall furnish 
such informalion or return at such intervals and in 
such manner as may be specificil or required by the 
Surety, 


12. If there is any difference or dispute between 
the parties hereto^ arising out of or m connection 
with this agreement or concerning the meaning or 
mteipretation thereof or otherwise hjovirsoaVer in 
relation to this agreement, the same shall be referred 
to the sole arbitration of the person holding for ihe 
time being the post of Additional Legal Adviser
